The D524 Magnetic Tape Terminal is one of Digitronics' family of compatible data handling 
devices which offers accurate, reliable, high-speed data communications at low cost. 

The D524 can grow with the user's needs on a "'building block" basis with the addition of 
several standard modules. It starts out as a magnetic tape terminal, sending or receiving information at full line 
speeds. The equipment can be expanded to translate and format data in a 
multiplicity of line codes, to read and punch paper tape, and to print at high speed. 

The D524 controls the transfer of data between input/output devices within one location 
or between a central and several remote locations. In addition to transmitting and receiving data, it may perform 
as an off-line data converter, replacing expensive satellite equipment. 

Facilities for the detection and automatic correction of errors are incorporated in the 
terminal to assure the integrity of data. Data is checked at critical points throughout the system to assure that only 

error-free information is transmitted or recorded on tape.
